INVENTORY TAKEN OF 
THE TURNER COLLECTION 


Most people are aware of the fact that 
there is a considerable number of Tur- 
ners works in the National Gallery. 
Turner, the greatest English land- 
scape painters, was as active and ener- 
getic in bis work as any man of his day, 
and this is clearly proved by the great 
collection of his drawings of which there 
are 19,000, together with the 100 finished 
and 182 unfinished paintings, which are 
now the property of the nation. A great 
many of these are arranged in port- 
folios, and are of so delicate a nature 
that they are handled by none but re- 
sponsible officials. The public have, up 
to the present, seen only a fraction of this 
vast collection of his works, When, how- 
ever, the new Turner Gallery at Millbank 
is completed, as it will be in the near 
future, a far greater portion of the col- 
lection will be available for the public, 

The work of compiling an inventory of 
the collection, and arranging them in 
chronological order, is now completed 
and has been published in two volumes 
of over 1300 pages. Now that an, ac- 
curate list of the works has been made, 
and a suitable building will svon be 
available for the disposal of them, it is 
to be hoped that the whole of the col- 
lection will be available for the public 
and students interested in art.

Scores of bills and petitions are now 
being presented to the Legislature, which 
will give the various committees work 
for months to come in hearing the parties 
interested and in determining if legisla- 


tion is necessary. 

Senator Evans of Everett has intro 
duced the Senaté the 
purpose of checking needless hearings.

It provides that a legislative committee 
shall not grant, except after a majority 
wote, a public hearing on any bill upon 
which the Legislature in two consecutive 
preceding years has taken adverse ac- 
tion. 

A resolve has been introduced to au- 
theorize the towns of Warren, West 
Brookfield and New Braintree to raise 
by taxation and spend money to cele- 
brate the two hundred «and fiftieth anni- 
versary of the settlement of [rookfield. 

Herbert F. Keith filed in the House a 
petition for the establishment of a- met- 
ropolitan commission to consist of the 
chairman of the railroad commission and 
the chief engineers of the harbor, land 
and the transit commissions to acquire 
stock looking toward the supplanting of 
the holding ‘company. 

Representative Mellen of Worcester 
has introduced a bill to allow Sunday 
baseball when 600 citizens of a city or 
100 of a town so petition, and the city 
council or the votes of the town ratify 
it. Representative Ducey of Boston has 
introduced a bill requiring savings banks 
to file a more, detailed account of their 
assets with the bank commissioner when 
making their reports. 

_ Other bills presented were for amend- 
ments to insurance laws; experimental 
work in growing cranberries; amend- 
ments to the game laws; relating to the 
joint use of tracks by street railways; 
the heating of street railway cars; anti- 
pass bills; pensions for district potice

determine by lot the position on the bal- 
lot of the nameg of -candidates for the 
same office in cifies ef 100,000 or more; 
for an annual state fair; to pay the 
franchise tax to the city or town where 
the business of the corporation is done; 
that Boston shall pass on the license 
only in years when a mayor is elected; 
to allow the sale of liquor in hotels in 
no-license places; to amend the minors 
law so that a liquor seller shall be liable 
ony when he has reasonabe cause to be- 
licve that the purchaser is a minor; to 
require Boston to vote on license at the 
annual state election; to require the hear- 
ings of the Boston police licensing board 
to be public; to require the trials before 
the Boston police trial board to be open 
to the ‘press; to prohibit the increase of 
telephone charges or impairment of ser- 
- vice without a 60-day notice to the high- 
way commission, a public hearing, and, 
in case of adverse recommendation, a 
postponement for six months in the 
taking effect; to establish a state insur- 
ance fund, of $25,000 annually until it 
reaches $200,000 (for state buildings). 

The House concurred Thursday with 
the Senate in referring the question of 
whether or not the savings banks could 
invest in the bonds of the Boston Hold- 
ing Company to the committees on rail- 
roads and banks and banking, sitting 
jointly. 

Chairman Ellis of the Boston school 
board has presented several bills for 
the improvement of the city schools, the 
chief of which asks for funds to replace 
old buildings. The billasks that the city 
may be allowed to borrbw $2,500,000 dur- 
ing the next three years. 

Qn a hearing on a civil service bill, 
the Massachusetts highway commission 
contended that in the case where an 
employee was doing good gerVice and de- 
served a raise in wages, there should 
be some way in which it equld be done 
without compelling him to Yake an ex- 
amination which perhaps he could pot 
pass, even though he had proved himself 
capable of doing the work. 

The Employers Association of™Massa.- 
chusetts at its sixth annual meeting 
voted to present to the Legislature a 
bill modeled on the Canadian bill for the 
preventton of strikes. This bill is to be 
called “the indystrial disputes investi- 
gation and publicity act.” the chief ob 
jects of which are to secure an investiga- 
tion before a strike or lockout is ordered. 
and.in this investigation to secure pub- 
licity of the facts. There is ta be no 
compulsory arbitration, simply an im- 
partial finding. After the investigation 
if the parties wish to go on a@ strike 
they may do so.

Rapidly During Past Three 
Years, but Business at Pres- 
ent Is of Large Volume.

BIG ORDERS BOOKED 


‘ Several leading New York banking 


authorities profess to have absolute in 
formation of a forthcoming stock divi- 
dend on Pullman’s $100,000,000 capita! 
stock. 

Jt is now nearly three years and a half 
since Pullman declared its last stock div. 
idend, and New England stockholders, 
who number well over 6000, have already 


begun to inquire as to how soon another 
melon cutting might be expected. 

At the same time it deserves to be re- 
membered that two of the three years 
since the last dividend have covered a 
panic period when the earnings of all 
car equipment companies have suffered 
more severely than almost any other 
form of industrial corporation. Conse- 
quently the company instead of piling up 
a surplus at the rate of rising $4,000,000 
per annum has been content to show an 
average gain of about half that amount 
for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 
1909. 

It is difficult to see how Pullman, if 
directors are determined to force a stock 


more than 10 per cent, which is smal] 
for Pullman. In Nowember, 1906. a 36 
per cent stock dividend was paid and 
since organization stock dividends to the 
amount of nearly $80,000,000. have been 
paid Jo the company’s fortunate share- 
holders. 

On June 30 last surplus stood at $9.,- 
995,000. The six months ended Dec. 3] 
was a season of great prosperity, but 


even so it is not safe to estimate present f 


surplus at much over $12,000,000, or say 
l2 per cent on the total outstanding 
stock. 

Pullman is at present earning between 
15 per cent and 16 per cent on its stock. 
This is before allowance for depreciation, 
which may safely be placed at a mini- 
mum of $3,000,000 per annum based on 
the precedent of previous vears. . 

Pullman is having a splendid year’s 
business in its passenger car plant, with 
orders on hand sufficient to keep the fac- 
tories in full operation for at least 12 
months. Orders for wooden freight cars 
are still few and far between and the 
big new steel car plant is not yet com- 
pleted, but work on it will be rushed and 
the company is counting on a flood of 
orders for steel cars as soon as it is able 
to commence operations, which should be 
by May l. 

Earnings from the Pullman car depart- 
ment, which is after all the backbone of 
the income account, continue of record 
proportions, which means of course that 
net profits for the current fiscal year will 
in all probability establish a new high 
water mark. 


TONNAGE HEARING 
TO BE CONTINUED 


WASHINGTON—tThe interstate com- 
merce commission has announced that a 
further hearing will be held at Chicago 
on next Tuesday in the matter of the 


substitution of tonnage at transit points. 


This is a continuation of the two-day 
hearing that was held here last week, 
when evidence was heard on the question 
of the substitution of grain on transit 
bills. 

The commission will also hold ‘hearings 
at Knoxville and Memphis, Tenn., and 
at Boston, Mass. At the southern hear- 
ings the evidence will be largely on the 
substitution of lumber tonnage and the 
transportation of the same product will 
be considered at the Boston hearing. The 
dates for the southern and eastern hear- 
ings have not been set.

| BANK SECURITIES 


New High Levels Recorded 

by Some of the Local Finan-| 
| cial Institutions Due to) 
|, Good Showing of Earnings.

The upward tendency in prices in 
Boston national bank stocks is again 
illustrated in the fact that this week 
the stock of each of five national banks’ 
shares, sold at local auctions, recorded 
new high levels. The Shawmut sold 
at 338%, as against 305 last April; the 
Second at 251% against 226 nine 
months ago; the Merchants at 255%, 
compared with 239; the State at 182%, 
against 162, and the Webster & Atlas 
at 182 against 152% in April last. 
Stock of the First National Bank has 
also recorded a new high record at $400 
per share. 

The advance in prices of Boston bank 
stocks is due principally to investment 
buying based on the fact that the stocks 
have been selling relatively low, and | 
that they are showing a considerable im- | 
provement in earnings. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the number of accounts now 
carried by Boston banks is in many 
instances the largest in history. The 
National Shawmut Bank, for instance, 
has now 8264 accounts on its books, or 
the largest number in the history of 
that institution. This Dank made a net | 
gain in 1909 of 1200 accounts. In Janu- | 
ary thus far it has gained a greater num- | 
ber of aceounts than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1909, ana the amount of 
the gain is very much larger than for 
the corresponding period of last year.

It is the 
waste caused by our system of housekeeping, say the stock-raisers, 
and not awy combination or conspiracy to “boost” prices; that is 
mainly responsible for our high cost of living. Good housekeeping, 
which includes good cooking, they say, will solve the problem better 
than agitation or legislation—and in a manner more satisfactory to 
them. If the product of the animal could be disposed of more 
uniformly the stock-raisers would make more from moderate prices 
than they do now from prices that are high. 

It isnot only at this juncture that the household waste, the 

kitchen waste, the table waste of this country has been pointed: out 
and commented upon by observant visitors and economists. We have 
been all over this question before. The only difference now is that 
it appears in a more aggravated form to ourselves. The American 
garbage can has long told a story calculated to astound the prudent 
and competent European housewife. It has been by no means lost, 
either, upon the prudent and competent housewives of our own 
country. ! 
_ Beef is only one of the articles with which we are extravagant 
and wasteful, as it 1s only one of the articles entering into the present 
controversy ; all other articles of food are affected relatively. There 
are, of course, other causes of the advance in prices.

Canadian imports 60.4 per‘ent were from the United States, com- 
‘pared with 46.08 per cent in 1889. 

These figures go to support the argument that the lines of least 
commercial resistance for this country run north and south rather 
than east and west, and that it would be well for us to cultivate the 
trade of the western hemisphere more, instead of giving the greater 
part of our attention to Europe and the east. Statistics from the 
south sustain this contention. Altogether, the merchandise bought 
from and sold to its neighbors in North America, South America. 
Central America and the West Indies by the United States in 1899 
was valued at $420,000,000. Incomplete returns indicate that this 
business in 1909 amounted to about $875,000,000. Mexico’s 15,000.- 
000 people bought from us last year considerably more than twice 
as much as did Japan’s 50,000,000, and Canada’s 7,000,000 bought 
more than four times as much as China and Japan combined.

The supply for manufactur- 
ing purposes, insufficient irr several states, is 
yearly getting less. . The lumbermen desire 
that a law be enacted pkoviding that no tax 
of any kind be paid.on timker or on thnber | 
land until the trees are manufactured into 
lamber. The.National: Conservation Association would tax timber 
only when cut, with an annual tax on the land on which it grows. 
Some ‘discussion took place, but further information.on the subject 1s 
expected from an inquiry as to the amount of standing timber in the 
country. Government bureaus have undertaken this investigation. 
It is an enormous task. The result will doubtless reveal important 
facts bearing on growth of timber, ¢onservation and manufacture. 
A Massachusetts report, fresh from the press, shows for woodlot 
owners who are looking to the future what kinds of timber promise 
the best returns. ‘The state grows -only two woods in sufficient 
amounts to supply its manufacturers, and these are the little-used 
species, yellow oak and applewood. : Pitch pine makes the next 
nearest approach to supplying the home market, and falls 17 per cent 
short. The report, which was prepared by H. U. Maxwell of the 
United States forest service under direction of State Forester F. W. 
Rane, says: 
Massachusetts is still a white pine state. It has always been that. 
The original forests contained some of the finest white pine ever cut in 
America; but the virgin stand was felled long ago, and the second, third 
and perhaps fourth growths are now being drawn upon. How well the 
gemand is met is indicated by the fact that the present eut of this wood 
greatly exceeds the combined cut q@f all others in the state. . Yet 
Massachusetts is not now prodweing half the pine demanded by home fac- 
tories. Fifty-six per cent of the total quantity comes from other states, 
some of it from as far West, as Michigan. Large areas ,of vigorous 
young growth are coming on, wad, with better protection from fire than 
formerly, there is promise 96a substantial gain.

The interesting statement js made that if no outside lumber were 
obtainable, boxes alone woul? consume 94 per cent of the whole 
lumber cut of Massachusetts. One third of the manufacturers of 
wood in-the state make boxes. We grow only one per cent of the 
black walnut we use. It was once popular for furniture, but Massa- 
chusetts now puts more of it into brush backs than into furniture. 
Cheapest of the woods reported was cottonwood, at $9 a thousand, 
cut in Massachusetts and paid for as logs at the factory. The 
document is valuable in giving the producer a better idea of what is 
required for manufacturing purposes, and the inquiry, will doubtless 
benefit the industries of the state.

filled with plump chickens and nests overflowing with fresh eggs. To 
read of all these delights is to be convinced, and to act on the convic- 
tion is most natural. Photography, the splendid half-tone engraving 
process, fine paper and good printing properly utilized and combined 
make a transcription of rural life:that is well-nigh irresigtible. If 
nature does not always come up to the artist’s standard of beauty 
and excellence, she will, if encouraged and offered anything like a 
fair chance, do her part toward giving all who cultivate her good 
graces a splendid return for their time and labor. 

Wordsworth tells;us: “Nature never did betray the heart that 
loved her.”’ But if one does not love her she has no message for 
him. From such an one she hides the charm of field and sky. Her 
voices shall not be music in his ear. He shall find her wearisqme and 
unprofitable. She has smiles only for those who have warm words 
for her. Even though ventures in farming may frequently prove 
unsuccessful*from a financial point of view, there are recompenses 
that serve to offset the monetary losses. It 1s worth something to 
sit under one’s own vine and fig-tree,; even though these may not be 
prolific producers and may fail to yield a return in fruit equivalent 
to the time, the lajor and the fertilizers bestowed upon them, To 
pick a fine dinner of peas or beans from one’s own garden cultivated 
by one’s own hands is a joy that cannot be intelligently described to 
those who have had no such experiences. A tomato in one’s own 
garden ig worth a whole peck that the greengrocer can bring, and 
no other rose is quite so sweet as the one that blossoms at the side 
of one’s own door. To see a rose-breasted grosbeak or a Baltimore 
oriole swinging like a flame of color in a cherry tree snowy with 
bloom is to feel‘an exaltation that really stands for more, in the 
reckoning of a true nature lover, than a full crop of potatoes or a 
superabundance of beets and turnips. .

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THE deeper one penetrates into the mazes’ of 
the conservation movement the more para- 
doxes and contradictions one encounters. 
The solemn and depressing announcement 
that our soil was wearing out, for example, 
has been followed by assurances from scores 
of learned men to the effect that our soil is 
good for thousands of years to come, and 
that all it needs, even when it looks its worst. 
is intelligent treatment. Our forests? They 
are not what they once were, of course, for they have been taxed to 
meet not only the needs of white settlement im these states but the 
destruction that marks the progress of civilization. Nevertheless, 
with it all, we are tar from being as short of timber as some would 
have us believe; moreover, as we go along we shall need it less and 
less, and its growth will gain on us as deer have gained on the 
people of New -England. Mines? We are employing processes 
today that are extracting more from the dumps than the Argonauts 
of '49 were able to dig out of the ground. ' 
We have in sight the possibility of creating ten times as much 
waterpower as would ‘be required to run all the machinery of all 
kinds at present employed in this country, including that engaged in 
the generation and transmission of electricity. An article in these 
columns a few days ago referred to,the construction of a great dam 
at Keokuk, [a., the purpose of which is to provide that citv with 
light and power. This has served to call attention to the fact that 
the waters of three of the greatest rivers in the world—the Missis- 
sippi, the Missouri and the Ohio—along which thousands of light and 
power plants might~be erected, are flowing idly to the sea. 
Strangest of the revelations, however, is that with all of our agitation 
and excitement over waterpower sites during the last few years, an 
official report declares that waterpower has not held its own, but has 
steadily declined in relative importance since 1870, when it was 48.2 


Waterpower :

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per cent of the whole horsepower of the country, whereas for 1905, 


it was only 11.3 per cent. According to reports for the latter year, 
1,647,969 horsepower generated by running water was then employed 
in mechanical industries. Of this about 40 per cent was in New 
England and 27 per cent in the state of New York. 

What the coming census may show as to waterpower develop- 
ment is uncertain, but there is no reason to believe that it will show 
such growth in the etnployment of waterpowér sites by public or 
private interests as to justify the fear that'the supply will be materi- 
ally reduced within the present or the next generation. The lesson, 
of course, is that while we should husband our natural resources more 
carefully in the future than we have in the past, there is no reason 
in the world why we should become panic-stricken with regard to 
them now. “
